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EXECUTIVE OFFICE

To the Stockholders: 

Herein is submitted report of the Atlanta and West Point Rail Road Company for the year ended December 31, 1958. 

The operations for the year resulted in a net deficit of $43,307 as compared with an income of $9,309 for the preceding year 
or a decrease of $52,616. 

Due to the strong financial position of your company and a recovery of taxes paid in former years, stockholders received 
a dividend of $1.00 a share as of August 1, 1958. 

The economic recession starting in 1957 extended well past the middle of 1958 and acutely affected revenues for most of the 
year. While it was possible to more than compensate for declining revenues by reductions in normal operating expenses, our 
net income suffered further adverse effects because of two major train derailments and a decline in net equipment rent in¬ 
come which resulted from less on line loading of cars and general equipment surpluses attending the national recession. 

Freight revenue amounted to 3.54% less than in 1957. Freight ton miles declined 0.75% with a decrease of 4.18% in the to¬ 
tal number of tons handled reflecting the lower loadings on line. The statement on page 15 shows major decreases in tonnage 
were in products of mines and manufactured and miscellaneous products which were most sensitive to the decline in con¬ 
struction and general business activity. The soil bank program is still affecting movements of agricultural products in tills 
area and there have been continuing delays in getting anticipated large scale highway construction projects under way. 

Competition with other forms of transportation has been intensified during this year as general industry sought every 
means to reduce transportation costs. This has met with alert, vigorous and progressive efforts in sales and service, along 
with realistic rate treatment. As a result much has been accomplished in retaining rail business and some traffic, previously 
diverted to other forms of transportation, has been recovered. 

While wage rates and material costs continued their upward trend during 1958 railroads in this area decided to seek no 
further increases in rates. Effective February 15, 1958 the Interstate Commerce Commission made effective some increases, 
on selected commodities, which had been requested during the year 1957 under Ex Parte 212. These increases did not apply 
to many commodities moving in considerable volume on our line, and have not yet been made applicable to intrastate ship¬ 
ments in Georgia. 

Passenger miles travelled decreased 16.21% over 1957 and revenues decreased 16.08% as the trend of abandonment of trains 
for planes and private automobiles continued. Revenues from mail increased 5.7%, express decreased 1.7% and other passen¬ 
ger train revenues declined somewhat due principally to the discontinuance of an unprofitable dining car operation. 

During the year, with permission of the Georgia Public Service Commission, passenger trains Nos. 35 and 36 were discon¬ 
tinued between Atlanta, Georgia and West Point, Georgia. The operation of these trains had become increasingly unprofit¬ 
able and, with the substitution of truck service to handle local mail and express, there was no public opposition to our appli¬ 
cation. This is resulting in substantial operating cost savings with little loss in revenues. 

Capital expenditures aggregated $5,073,801 for the years 1946 through 1958 or 67.69% of total investment as of 1945. For 
the year 1958 these expenditures approximated $75,483. Without such additions and improvements our operating costs would 
have been much greater. 

No new equipment was acquired during 1958. 

During 1958 equipment obligations, represented by conditional sale agreements, were reduced $120,584, leaving a balance 
of $1,047,738, of which $120,584 will be payable in 1959. 

Despite increased unit costs of labor and material, operating costs declined 6.2% which was more than sufficient to offset 
a decline in operating revenues of 4.2%. This resulted in an improvement in the operating ratio of 2.1% which reflects real 
credit to the organization in view of the adversities previously mentioned. 

The planning and programming of new mechanized accounting and simplified methods of car reporting as referred to in 
the previous report was materially advanced during the year. A complete upgrading of our punch card accounting equipment 
to develop simplified data processing was accomplished. Plans laid during the year for the installation of leased teletype 
circuits to be coordinated with associated and family lines are expected to become effective in 1959. 

A firm wage increase of 7 cents an hour became effective November 1,1958, under provisions of existing national agreements. 
Under the same agreements cost-of-living increases amounted to 4 cents an hour May 1, 1958 and 1 cent an hour November 1, 
1958. Payroll taxes for employee unemployment insurance increased from 2% to 2£% effective January 1,1958, and again from 
2 \% to 3% effective January 1, 1959. Proposals for still further increases in such rate as well as in the rate of contributions 
to the Railroad Retirement fund are now before the 86th Congress. If adopted, these increases will prove to be quite burden¬ 
some to your company. 

Certain national demands of employees for revision of agreements are currently pending. Among them are those of main¬ 
tenance of way employees for ten sweeping changes in working rules; and those of firemen, trainmen and non-operating em¬ 
ployees for rules pertaining to time limits for handling claims and grievances, hiring practices, safety, health and sanitation, 
and compensation for injuries or occupational diseases. 

Industrial development and expansion on the line and in its territory has been impeded during the period of recession 
but aggressive action has resulted in some improvement and planning for the future is being vigorously progressed. During 
1958 fifteen new industries, served directly by our line, were located at six points on the line. Four additional industries ex¬ 
panded their facilities and materially increased their activity. American Marietta Company, who acquired a large site near 
our 10 mile post in 1957, have facilities under construction and should be in full production early in 1959. Large installations 
of public utilities in south Fulton County are in progress and will increase the attractiveness of an extensive industrial area, 
including our properties at College Park, Georgia. We sponsored formation of the South Fulton Development Association 
composed of leaders in the communities of College Park, Union City, Fairburn and Palmetto and it is anticipated that many 
plans for this area will develop within the near future and result in an added volume of traffic. 
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General prospects for the development of territories we serve are bright and are being alertly pursued. 

As a public relations gesture we donated the only remaining steam locomotive, the 290, to the City of Atlanta, where it is 
stationed in Lakewood Park. Appropriate dedicatory exercises were held on October 3, 1958. This action created an amazing 
amount of public interest and resulted in numerous newspaper articles, editorials, and radio comments as well as television 
coverage. On February 19, 1959 the General Assembly of the State of Georgia passed a resolution H. R. 194 commending the 
Atlanta and West Point Rail Road and its management for the gift which served to “preserve the traditions of the State in an 
era of change”. 

Your company actively participated in efforts of the nation’s railroads to obtain from the 85th Congress remedial legisla¬ 
tion affecting problems of the industry. Among outstanding results was the elimination of excise taxes on freight transpor¬ 
tation and the provision for a further study of the national transportation policy by the Senate Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce. The Transportation Act of 1958 granted some relief to the industry, but to a limited extent only, and 
there is still much to be accomplished, especially in the major problem of unregulated and subsidized transportation. While 
some steps in the right direction have been taken, there is a continuing need for vigorous efforts on the part of everyone asso¬ 
ciated with the industry for constructive and realistic approaches to problems which place railway carriers at a disadvantage 
in the highly competitive transportation field. 

Beginning late in the year 1958 an upturn in general business was noted and there appears real hope that it will continue 
throughout the year 1959. Efforts to control operating costs, improve the general competitive situation and increase traffic 
volume are being vigorously continued to keep your company in position to take full advantage of the brighter economy which 
we confidently anticipate over the next few years.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

1. Certain reclassifications have been made with respect to amounts in the balance sheet at 

December 31, 1957 to make them comparable with the classifications effective January 1, 
1958 authorized by the Interstate Commerce Commission as follows: 

Cash, audited accounts and wages payable, and miscellaneous accounts payable were 
reduced $49,638 representing drafts transmitted to payees which remained outstanding 
at that date. 

Casualty and other reserves were reduced and accrued accounts payable increased by 
$56,899 for estimates of claims for injuries to persons, loss and damage, and similar 
items payable within one year. 

2. At December 31,1958 the accumulated income tax reductions realized because of the deduc¬ 

tion for income tax purposes only of the excess of amortization of the cost of certain facili¬ 
ties over normal depreciation were $407,000, of which $7,000 is applicable to the year 1957. 
No tax benefits were thus realized for the year 1958 because of a net loss. No provision has 
been made for possible increased income tax payments in future years resulting from such 
deductions. 

Because of such deductions for the past few years there is a substantial loss carry-forward 
which can be offset for income tax purposes against profits which may be realized within 
the next five years. 

3. The Company, together with Southern Railway Company and Central of Georgia Railway 

Company, jointly and severally guarantees unconditionally the payment of principal and 
interest of the first mortgage series A, 4% bonds of Atlanta Terminal Company due Au¬ 
gust 1, 1969, of which $831,000 were outstanding at December 31, 1958.
